Noted Subjects: Alfred J. Bloor replaces John Kensett Olyphant as ANS [Recording] Secretary: [but 
most letters in the folder are still addressed to Bauman L. Belden]; Belden himself is appointed 
Chairman of the Ctte. on American Insignia; Through Zabriskie, ANS affiliation is established with the 
British Numismatic Society; Zabriskie would also like the ANS to affiliate itself with the New York 
Historical Society, in order to make use of its rooms; A vote is taken, but a majority of ANS members 
are in favor of not being affiliated with another society; Thereafter, Zabriskie resigns from the ANS 
Presidency, and Archer M. Huntington is nominated to replace him.

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Drowne to Pryer: States that Saltus cannot be a candidate for ANS Corresponding Secretary as he 
will be abroad until 1906. Instead the Nominating Ctte. have asked him to take the role, and he is 
willing to accept. Also hopes Daniel Parish, Jr. can be brought on as ANS Librarian. [Feb. 23] 

The American Institute of Architects would like the ANS to join the protest relating to the 
encroachment on the [Washington, D.C.] mall by the new Agriculture Building [Mar. 17] 

Zabriskie to Pryer: “The ANS active members now number 207.” As President, has applied for 
membership in the British Numismatic Society, so that the ANS can benefit from its publications, 
and his dues will come from the ANS funds, as agreed upon. [Mar. 24] 

Frederick A. Sawyer: will recall his [voting] proxy [May 7] 

Poillon: sent his [voting] proxy [May 11] 

Charles Gregory: Does not want to merge with another Soc. [May 13] 

Pryer: Discusses their probability of winning a majority of the votes, based on member numbers, but 
also the overall difficulty of beating Zabriskie [May 13] 

Valentine to Pryer: Brings up again the [still unpaid] dues to be paid by the Treasurer for Zabriskie’s 
membership in the British Numismatic Society [May 19] 

Knickerbocker Press: Re: Printing Belden’s article [May 27] 

Parish to Drowne to Belden: Wants the list of how people voted [June 4] 

Drowne to Belden: “I hear R.H. Lawrence is decidedly opposed to the proposed combination; An

American Insignia, comprising, first, decorations conferred by the United States Govern- 
ment ; second, the insignia—or badges of members and officers—of the various Military and 
Hereditary Societies, form a branch of American Numismatics which has not in the past 
received the attention it deserves. 


A collection of such insignia should be placed where it would be permanent and 
accessible to students of Numismatics and of American History. 


Many of the societies which should be represented in such a collection have gone out 
of existence and their insignia is now most difficult to obtain; others have adopted new 
designs, and the same difficulty confronts any effort to procure those that have been aban- 
doned. In the future this difficulty will increase; other societies which are now active will 
die out, and, as time goes on, a collection of this kind will become of greater value and 
interest, and will be the means of preserving much numismatic history that might otherwise 
be lost. 

In the spring of 1900, this Society undertook the formation of a collection of this 
kind, as distinct from its collections of other American medals, and it now has, in addition 
to the principal Government decorations, the insignia of a majority of the more important 
and many of the smaller active societies, also of a number of the societies which have 
ceased to exist. Within the narrow limits to which it is confined, this collection, probably, 
has no equal: many valuable specimens were donated by the societies they represent. 


Being an incorporated body and the most important numismatic society in America, 
its collections are permanent, and it is in a position to guarantee that any insignia that it 
may receive will not at any time go out of its possession and get into the hands of 
private parties. It is hoped that societies which restrict the issue of their insignia to mem- 
bers only, will, in view of the facts stated above, waive that rule in favor of this Society. 


This Committee was appointed for the purpose of carrying on this work in a thorough 
and systematic manner. Its success has, so far, been most satisfactory, but there is_ still 
much to be accomplished, and it would earnestly request the co-operation of the members 
of the Society and of all others who are in sympathy with its efforts to preserve numis- 


matic and historical records.
